IN RALROAD TUNEL 


Engineers, Firemen and 
Many Passengers on Dixie 
Flyer Suffering From Car- 
bonic Gas on Arrival in 


Atlanta. 


With engineers and firemen and 
many passengers suffering from the 
effects of carbonic gas, the Dixie Flyer 
rolled into Atlanta at 1 o’clock Tues- 
day morning, five hours behind the 
time of its scheduled arrival, having 
been tunnel-bound for several hours 
near Dalton, Ga., ata place called Tun- 
nel Hill. 

At 5 o’clock Monday afternoon, as 
the big fast service express, with two 


engines and twelve coaches, was in the 


middle of a short tunnel some un- 
known passenger threw on the emer- 
gency brake and brought the train to 
a stand-still midway between the en- 
trances of the tunnel. It is explained 
by the’ officials of the N., C. and St. L., 
on whose line the delay occurred, that 
there is an emergency cord in each 
coach, and that probably some passen- 
ger had unknowingly hung an over- 
eoat on it or pulled it through ignor- 
ance. 
Train Crew Has Trouble. 

At any other point save in a tunnel 
the delay from such a cause would.not 
have exceeded five minutes, but the 
difficulty to the train crew of getting 
out and working along the sides of the 
train to locate the trouble and to re- 
lease the brakes made the affair far 
more serious. 

There were three cars of soldiers on 
the rear of the train, and an army 
surgeon who offered his services for 
the relief of those suffering from the 
effects of the smoke, but it is stated 
that no one suffered any serious dam- 
age, although the crews of the two en- 
ines were compelled to rush in and 
work until their lungs could bear the 
strain no longer and then rush out to 
the fresh air for relief, and their stren- 
uous labors for the release of the train 
left them ill and weakened.

Pile of Mail on Dostoffice 
Platform Is “Blue Tag 
Mail,” Held for Future 


Delivery, He Says. 


Postmastef Bolling H. Jones made a 
positive denial Tuesday that any of 
the many delays to mail are charge- 
able to his office. Complaint has been 
made by some of the banks that their 
mail was being delayed, and an official 
of one of the banks called attention 
to a pile of sacks of mail that had 
been permitted to remain on the rear 
platform of the postoffice for a day or 
two. 

“The real cause of the delay to 
mails,” said Postmaster Jones, “is de- 
layed trains. So far as the pile of 
sacks of mail being on the back plat- 
form is concerned, that report is true, 
but the mail in question belonged there 
and was left there at the request of the 
parties to whom it was addressed, or 
it was what is known as ‘blue tag’ 
mil. which is marked to be held for 
delivery until a certain date. 

“Every week we get many sacks of 
this ‘blue tag’ mail. It contains peri- 
odicals that are to be placed on sale 
on Thursday, or on a specified date of 
the month, and almost daily we receive 
many sacks of mall for news compa- 
nies, who have asked that the mail be 
held on the back platform until they 
call for it. This back platform mail 
never comes into the postoffice at all” 

Delayed Mail Trains. 

In discussing the delays to bank 
mail, which prevents the banks from 
getting paper into the clearing house 
on time, Postmaster Jones stated that 
the banks are now getting two deliv- 
eries of mail early eath morning. The 
first of these leaves the postoffice at 
8:30 a. m. and the seéond between 9:00 
a. m. and 9:16 a. m. But it is rare 
that the carriers are able to take out 
on these deliveries the mail the bank-~-

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Chancellor Von Hertling 
Makes Statement to the 
Reichstag and Is Indig- 
nant That United States 
and Entente Refuse to Ac- 
cept German Word. 


VON HERTLING DEFENDS 
TREATY WITH RUSSIA 


He Says Treaty Doesn't 
Disgrace Russia and That 
Terms Do Not Concern 
Allies—He Calls the Allies 
Hypocrites and Says That 
Responsibility for Future 
Bloodshed Is on Them. 


Amsterdam, March 19.—The German 
bundesrath, or federal council, has ap- 
proved the peace treaties with Russia 
and Finland, according to the semi- 
official Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zei- 
tung. 


Copenhagen, March 19.—Chancellor 
von Hertling, on the first reading in 
the reichstag of the peace treaty with 
Russia, declared that he did not wish to 
discuss the opinions of Germany’s ene- 
mies regarding the treaty. 

“Hypocrisy,” the chancellor added; 
“has become second nature to the enemy 
whose untruthfulness is made worse by 
its brutality. Every attempt at calm 
explanation and every real deliberation 
must fail when the enemy, at the very 
moment they are laying a heavy hand 
on @ neutral country, dare to speak of 
a policy guided by complete unselfish- 
ness. 

“The treaty with Russia contains no 
conditions disgraceful to Russia, if the 
provinces breaking away from Russia 
say it is in accordance with their own 
wish and the wish is accepted py Rus- 
Sia.“ 

The imperial chancellor declared that 
Courland and Lithuania. were united to 
Germany politically and economically 
and militarily, and added: 

“Livonia and Esthonia are the eastern 
frontier fixed by the treaty but we hope

Willing to Admit Soldiers

W. C. Patterson, of the Criterion

“The course of the negotiations is 
known to you. You remember the 
endless epeeches which were intended, 
not so much for the delegates there as- 
sembled as for the public at large, and 
which caused the desired goal of an 
understanding to recede into the dis- 
tance. ' You remember the repeated in- 
terruptions, the rupture and the re- 
eumption of the negotiations. The point 
had been reached where ‘yes’ or ‘no’ 
had to be said, and on March 3 peace 
was concluded at Brest-Litovsk. On 
March 16 it was ratified by a competent, 
assembly at Moscow. 


Wililsen’s Message te Russia. 

If in the telegram from Washington 
it was thought fit to express to the con- 
gress assembled at Moscow the sym- 
pathy of the United States at a moment 
when, as it says, the German power 
obtruded itself, in order to bring suc- 
cess to the battle for freedom, then I 
put that calmly aside with the rest.

GUNS ROARING 
ON ENTIRE FRONT. 


In the meanwhile all along the bat- 
tle fronts in the west, from the North 
sea to the Adriatic, the hostilities con- 
tinue to be carried out by means of 
the big guns of the opposing sides and 
by small units of infantry in raiding 
operations. In none of the raids has 
any material gains been achieved by 
either side, except possibly by the 
French troops of General Petain, who 
in the Rheims region have penetrated 
German positions to a depth of about 
threé-fifths of a mile and put down er- 
fectively an attempt on another part 
of this front, made by the German 
crown prince, to pierce the French 
line. 

The Germans are trying out with 
relatively heavy attacks positions held 
by the Belgians, Although they suc- 
ceeded at several points in their ob- 
jectives, they later were driven out 
from the greater portion of the posi- 
tions gained, leaving prisoners and ma- 
chine guns in the hands of the forces 
of King Albert.

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WHERE IS GEORGI A’S SHARE? 


At the meeting of the executive commit- 
tee of the Georgia State Automobile asso- 
ciation at Macon, W. Tom Winn, president 
of the organization, deplored the fact that 
“of $60,000,000 appropriated by the federal 
government for good roads Georgia has not 
received a dollar, and the fund is nearing 
exhaustion.” 

The committee pledged its co-operation 
in the enactment of legislation by the gen- 
aral assembly this summer whereby the 
state may avail itself of its pro rata of the 
federal-aid road money; as other states are 
doing. ‘ 

Which is all well and good, and should 
be done by all means, if additional legisla- 
tion is necessary. 

Facts and estimates compiled by the B.

show,.that the various states propose spend- 
ing am aggregate. of $263,096,610 for high- 
way improvements during 1918, Which total

PHIL COOK. 

The death of Secretary of State Phil 
Cook will be universally regretted. 

The son of a distinguished soldier, citi- 
zen and public official, who himself served 
four years as secretary of state, Philip Cook 
succeeded his father in 1898, and never 
since has there been even the suggestion of 
opposition—a splendid tribute to his worth 
as a man and to his efficiency as a public 
servant. 

So efficiently did Mr. Cook administer 
his official duties and serve the state, and 
so universal was the public’s commendation 


performed; so it became traditional that 
Philip Cook’s vote was taken as the biennial 
standard from which to reckon the voting 
strength of Georgia. 

Mr. Cook was a tireless and a willing 
worker for his state—his faithfulness to 
duty often overtaxing his strength and un- 
doubtedly working to his own physical in- 
jury. 

As an illustration, on the 28th day of 
last February Secretary Cook received 
50,000 letters through the mails, most of 
which, of course, pertaining to the matter 
of the 1918 automobile license as that was 


1917 licenses were effective. For weeks 
prior to that date he had received as many 
as 1,000 letters per day. He gave this vast 
volume of correspondence his personal at- 
tention, weeding it out, segregating it per- 
sonally, so as to prevent delay in attending 
to matters in which tardiness might cause 
serious inconvenience * the part of the 
public. 

This work for weeks kept him busy in 
his office and at home, often until after mid- 
night; and he served as valiantly as though 
he had been serving in the trenches. There 
is no doubt that his death was hastened by 
his exertions in the line of duty. 

And: one of the lessons his death brings 
home to the people of Georgia is that the 
state is overworking and underpaying its 
public officials. This is certainly true in 
this instance. 

Philip Cook died “in harness;” and the 
shock was the heavier by the suddenness 
and unexpectedness of his passing. “And 
of him it may well be said: “Well done, 


thou good and faithful servant!”

Atlanta’s Milk Supply Will Now 
Rank With Best in United States| 


* 


With the provisions that will be made for 
pasteurization and the impro¥ed methods of 


handling milk that are included in the milk 


ordinance just passed by the city council, 
and the more sanitary methods that have 
been introduced on the dairy farms, about the 
city, Atlanta’s milk supply promises to be on 
an equal footing for excellence with any city 
in the United States. ? 

These are conclusions drawn from a 
statement by Russell S. Smith, market milk 
specialist of the United States department of 
agriculture, who has been in this city for 
two months or more going over Atlanta’s 
milk supply in a thorough and detailed 
study of all conditions surrounding the 


‘dairies and milk handling industries. 


Has Furnished Report. 

Mr. Smith, who came to Atlanta to go 
over the milk supply here at the request of 
the United States Public Health service and 
the health authorities of the city, has fin- 
ished his report, which is a voluminous one, 
and which goes into minute details regard- 
ing the production and the handling of milk 
from the producer to the consumer. And 
though he states that Atlanta’s bacterial re- 
quirements, being only 100,000 maximum 
count per cubic centimeter, are rather low, 
about 66 per cent of the dairies that furnish 
milk to the consumers of Atlanta come 
within the city requirements. 

The report of the study that has been 
made by the government dairy expert forms 
the basis for a new city ordinance, which 
requires the pasteurization of ail milk that 
is drawn from herds that have not been sub- 
jected to tuberculine tests, and provides for 
the handling of the milk in such manner 
that it will not be contaminated after it has 
left the hands of the dairyman or the milk 
depot. 


Atlanta, with a population of 250,000, as- 
serts the report, has an estimated per capita 
consumption of six-tenths of one pint of 
sweet milk per day. The total amount of 
milk sold in the city, according to applica- 
tions for permits, ia 6,053: gallons per day; 
1,648 gallons of buttermilk, 400 gallons of 
skim milk, and 480 gallons of cream are 
also sold daily in the city. 

Pasteurised Milk Supply. 

Pasteurized milk sold is but 1,100 gallons, 
er 25 per cent of the total. 

The study that was conducted by the gov- 
ernment expert was representative of 87 per 
cent of the producers of milk and 84 per 
cent of the wholesale and retail supply. 

Lengthy tables are included in the re- 
port to show the temperatures of the Atlanta 
milk supply under varying conditions, and 
they show in a summary that 72 per cent of 
Atlanta’s milk supply came within the city’s 
requirements of 55 degrees. 

The report of Mr. Smith shows that 52 per 
vent of the milk supply of Atlanta is deliv- 
ered to the markets of the city through 
milk depots, and gives interesting facts re- 
garding the handling of it. 

Mr. Smith shows that he made a study of 
103 dairy farms. pon which he introduced a 
scoring system, Sen s0 many points for 
each requirement made as to sanitation and 
miik handling. 

Complete data from 117 farms shows that 
an average herd of 32 cows are kept, while 
an average of 20 are milked; the number 
of cows milking was 2,850, and these were 
giving 3,772 gallons of milk a day, or 1.6 
gallons per cow.

HEALTH TALKS 


DAD, THE OLD SEVENTY-EIGHTER. 


This paragraph occurs in a very interést- 
ing and very neatly typewritten. letter from 
a Minnesota high school boy of seventeen: 

Although my dad reads your articles and 
seems to believe what you say, he does not 
practice one of the most important things 
you preach. For instance, the average tem- 
perature at our house is about 78 degrees F. 
It is in fact often 80. We have steam heat 
and the air is very dry. The other day 
it got so very hot that I opened the window 
to let some fresh air. in. Dad promptly 
evacuated the front line trenches and re- 
treated to the support trenches. “What's 
the matter, pop?’ I inquired. “Too cold 
for me,” he said. The thermometer even 
then registered 78 degrees, and it is an 
accurate thermometer. Can't you write 
something that will scare him good so that 
he will submit to a decent household tem- 
perature? And also tell me why my akin 
itches so for hours after every shower bath 
—I take a three-minute warm shower grad- 
ually cooled, then a half hour swim in the 
T. M. C. A. tank three days a week I 
often lie awake itching afterward.” 

Scare dad? Boo! Woo! No, he is ada- 
mant, impervious, solid ivory. Keeping good 
and warm has been his toddy from earliest 
childhood, and now no one less than Dr. 
Garfield can do anything with him. We do 
think the fuel conservation commission 
should look into dad’s coalbin. He's a robber 
and a mollycoddle. The air is dry, all right, 
but no drier than it is with a similar excess 
of heat from any source in the winter time. 
The dryness of the gir perhaps accounts for 
the boy’s irritable,’ itchy skin—that plus 
the bathing. The three swims each week 
should be sufficient stimulation, without the 
preliminary hot and cold shower, at least 
for a young fellow. }

Bakers Must Substitute 
Required 20 Per Cent Or 
Cease Baking, Is Ruling 


On advice from Washington, the fol- 
lowing order was issued last night by 
Dr. Andrew M. Soule, federal food ad- 
ministrator: 

“All bakers who are not using the 
required 20 per cent of wheat flour 
substitutes in making bread and rolls 
must cease baking those products on 
the 20th of March and must not re- 
sume operations until they are pre- 
pared to use the substitutes requested, 
upon penalty of revocation of license. 
This applies te bread and rolls only. 

“The United States food administra- 
tion urges that where a surplus of po- 
tatoes exists bakers again be urged 
to make use of this substitute to the 


limit of their ability, four pounds of 
potatoes offsetting one pound of oth- 
er substitute. "Whee local adminis- 
trators are satisfied that too rigid 
enforcement of this rule will rooms amt
